The Board has had my 
permission (if that were needed 
and ample opportunity to make 
public the text of the unsigned 
charges sent in a scaled envelope 
to me. In the manner they are writ 
ten, these charges are not compli 
menlary to me. 


However, to protect myself from 


wild conjecture, I am at this time 
releasing copies of the original, un 
signed charges to the press and 
radio. (Note: While they were,not 
signed, and while written as a una- 
nimous Board report, the charges 
are liberally sprinkled with the pro- 
nouns "I" and "me". This fact may 
or may not have significance to 
persons who have had more con- 
tact with the Board than have I.) 


Since I would prefer not to ap 


pear further in print regarding this 
situation, I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to express my profound ap- 
preciation to my faculty, xthe stu- 
dents of Dixon High School, a 
group of Public Service Co. em 
ployecs. and my Sunday School 
class, and to the scores of citizens 
and former students who have writ- 
ten, telephoned, or personally con- 
tacted me; for their heart-warm- 
ing confidence in rne has taken 
most of the sting from this situa- 
tion. 


I have absolutely no apprehen-

PUBLIC STATEMENT 


BY PRINCIPAL 


BERNARD J. FRAZER 


I have read the statement made 


by the board with reference to the 
termination of my services. It is 
interesting and contains much in- 
formation that is altogether new to 
me. I did not see it and did not 


(know its contents until it was de- 
livered to me after the public 
board meeting on April 14. 


According to the newspaper, the 


statement 
was drafted by the 


board's attorneys after several 
days of deliberation. I can well be- 
lieve that, and I suspect that the 
manner of its presentation was in 
keeping with legal advice, also. 
Just for the record, the board was 
under no obligation to "let me 
handle my own publicity," for I 
have not sought publicity. 


Delivered Report 


When board members asked me 


to collaborate with them in pre- 
paring a public statement, 1 re- 
plied that it was for them to issue 
whatever statement they desired. 
The way they chose to do it was to 
send it to me, unsigned, and in a 
sealed envelope, after announcing 
to the public that I could deliver it 
to the press if I wished. That seem- 
ed a plain inference that the state- 
ment contained something of which 
I might'be ashamed or afraid to 
have the public read. Quite the 
contrary is true. The press is at 
entire liberty to publish anything 
that the board has to say about 
me. 


To say that this is the first op- 


portunity the board has had to take 
official action relating to my resig- 
nation surprises me a little, as I 
had supposed the board was acting 
officially when they asked me for 
it. I was frist notified by Mr. Lan- 
caster that the board had decided 
not to renew my contract. The re- 
quest for my resignation came 
ater. 


Not Helpful 


The suggestion that I can accept 


employment with another school jf 
I so desire is not very helpful. I 
doubt that any other school would 
employ, in an administrative ca- 
>acity, a man of my age, especial- 
y one who has resigned his previ- 
ous position by request. Further, I 
doubt that the board, feeling as it 
does, could in good conscience 
ecommend me to any other school. 
In the sense that the board's 


statement infers, I did NOT an- 
nounce my resignation. I had in- 
ended, at the end of the school 
year, to simply say that I. had re-, 
signed and was not reluming. But, 
vithout any prompting on my part,

;everal times, finally found that 


had to reply, and so answered 


the questions truthful^ 


On the rare occasions during my 
mployment when the board asked 
me for information or my opinion, 


gave it, fully and frankly. Per- 
aps it sometimes presented a side 
f the question which had not been 
ully considered. Perhaps it was 
ot always what they liked to hear. 
But if they asked me for it', I as- 
umed that they wanted to hear it 
nd considered myself duty-bound 
o give it to them truthfully. 


Not Solicited 


I do not know of a case in which, 


when the decision or policy of the 
ward was communicated to me, 


failed to carry it out in the.right 
pirit. My views were not''of ten 
olicited, however. It has hot been 
he policy of the board for me to 
ttend meetings; rather, {hey have 
ireferred to communicate with me 
,nd with the teachers through the 
upcrintcndent. It has also been 
the consistent practice, if not the 
x>licy, of this school system for 
the superintendent to .deal often 
Irectly with the high school teach- 
rs as their immediate superior. 
Perhaps it is not altogether sur- 
rising that the teachers petitioned 
or my retention as principal, al-

Report Corn Borer Control 
Needed in Northern Illinois 


Editor'* Not*: Thto i» one of m 


Kcrien of bulletin* on the *en«ral 
Initect situation in lliinol* (fruit 
InnectM excepted) prepared by 
entomologlMtft of the Illinois >at- 
ural HUtory gurtey. University 
of Illlnoln college of sericulture, 
and cooperating agencies. These 
bulletin* report current trend* in 
insect iwpulationK. but they may 
require local modification, since 
weather condition* materially af- 
fect insect numbers. 
Clover leaf weevil, pea aphids, 


spittlebugs: "Populations of clover 
leaf weevil have decreased this 
past week in the aouthern half of 
the state, and in many areas hay 
crops are beginning to grow away 
from the damage. However, there 
are exceptions, particularly in the 
northern part of the state, and 
examination of fields is still neces- 
sary to determine the extent of the 
damage and abundance of this 
green worm. 
If newly formed 


leaves show sign* of feeding and 
plants are being held back, treat- 
ment may be advisable. 


Pea aphid populations have in- 


creased markedly in the southern 
half of the state, particularly in 
hold-over alfalfa fields. Populations 
of 30 or more aphids per stem were 
not uncommon this past week and, 
if weather favors the aphids, a big 
increase can be expected. Occa- 
sionally red clover may also be 
heavily infested. 


Clover leaf weevils were dying 


from a fungus disease in the south- 
ern half of Illinois this past week. 
A few diseased aphids were ob- 
served in some heavily infested 
fields. Warm, muggy weather fa- 
voring the development of these 
fungus diseases could quickly low- 
er insect populations. 


Spittlebugs are siill hatching in 


central 
Illinois. Newly hatched 


spittlebugs have been observed as 
far north as Highway 64 and, de- 
pending 
on 
tempeiatures, will 


probably be found northward to the 
state line this week. The heavier 
infestations of this pest are in the 
eastern half of the state, extending 
south to Pans. Any legume field 
m which spittlebug population av- 
erages one per stem will warrant 
treatment. 


For all three of these insects, use 


BHC or lindane at a minimum of 
0 3 pound of the gamma isomer 
per acre and a minimum of 10 gal- 
lons of finished spray per acre. 
Apply when the air temperature 
is 60 degrees or above. If you try 
malathion for aphids, use approxi- 
mately one pound per acre; para- 
thion, one-quarter pound per acre, 
may be used but only by experi- 
enced applicators who are properly 
equipped to handle and apply the 
material. 
' European com borer: Weather 
conditions this past winter were 
favorable for survival of the corn 
borer, and control measures will 
be necessary in the northern half 
of the state. In areas whcte the 
population was approximately 100 
borers or more per 100 stalks of 
corn in the 1953 fall survey, pre- 
ventive measures will be needed. 
In these areas avoid early and late 
planting of com. Mid-season plant- 
ings have the best chance of escap- 
ing most of the first and second 
generation borer damage. Early- 
planted com may be noticeably 
damaged by the first generation 
borer, and with favorable weather 
conditions will produce a large 
crop of moths and a high infesta- 
tion of second generation borers in 
August and September. 


General: Occasional reports of 


cutworms in alfalfa and red clover 
have been received recently. Army 
worm moths have been observed 
flying this past week and are prob-

Supply of Fed Cattle Will 
Continue Large for Months 


By L. H. S1MCRL 


Dept. of Agricultural Economics 


University of Illinois 


Recent government reports con- 


firm the fact that the supply of fed 
cattle will continue large for sev- 
eral" months. Here are the basic 
facts from the' official reports of 
cattle on feed April i: 
• 


1 1. Farmers in 11 corn-belt states 
had nearly three million cattle on 
feed April 1. The number was one 
per cent less than the year before, 
but 18 per cent more than two 
years before. 


2. Farmers expect to market the 


same proportion of these cattle 
(46 per cent) be- 
fore July 1 as 
t h e y marketed 
last year. Indi- 
cated percentage 
distribution 
o f 


marketings f o r 
April, May, and 
June is quite uni- 
form and about 
the same as it 
was last year. 
Percentages 
for _ 


each month are as follows: April, 
14; May. 16; and June, 16. 


2. Cattle now in feedlots have 


been fed. for a much shorter time 
than those in feedlots a year ago. 
Last year 76 per cent of the cattle 
had been on feed more than three 
months compared with only 66 per 
cent this year. These figures indi- 
cate that market supplies of grain- 
fed cattle will hold up thiough the 
summer better than they did last 
year, and a midsummer jump in 
prices such as occurred in ,1953 is 
therefore not likely. 


4. The number of steers on feed 


April 1 was the same as iii 1953. 
The proportion on feed in the 11 
corn-belt states was 69 per cent 
compare?! with 68 per cent last 
year. This increase in per centage 
of steers about offsets the over-all 
decrease of one per cent in total 
cattle on feed in the corn belt. 
Keed of heifers has increased by 
one-eighth. A year ago heifers 
made up 15 per cent of the total; 
this year, 17 per cent. Number of 
calves on feed has been cut nearly 
one-fifth from last year's figure. 
Calves made up 17 per cent of the 
large 1953 total and only 14 per 
cent of the 1951 total. 


5. Cattle feeders outside the corn 


belt have cut feeding operations 
more than farmers in the corn 
belt. California, for example, cut 
13 per cent under last year. Re- 
ports indicate that total cattle on 
feed in the United States on April 
1 was two or thiee per cent less 
than a year ago. 


6. Farmers in tho corn belt 


bought stockers and feeders at a 
record rate during the first three 
months of this year. Shipments 
into the nine states' for which re- 
cords are available show an in- 
crease of 51 per cent over 1953 fig- 
ures and about 35 per cent more 
than in 1952 and 1951. 


7. Weights of cattle on feed are 


available only for the three big- 
cnttlc-fceding states—Iowa. Nebras- 
ka, and Illinois. In these states 
farmers are feeding seven per cent 
more of the popular 600 to 900

Ray I. Shawl, agricultural engi- 


neer at the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture, says you'll 
probably need to plant at least 1,000 
more kernels of corn an acre than 
the number of stalks you want your 
land to carry. 


For example, if you want « corn 


population of 16,000 stalks on an 
acre of your highly fertile soil, 
shooting: for a yield of 100 bushels 
or more, you'll have to pjant at 
least 17,000 kernels. 


It takes a loss of only one ear in 


each 40 hills of com planted 40 x 40 
to add up to a bushel an acre. 
Shawl says. Stalks fail to grow 
from a kernel because of failure to 
germinate, plowing out or loss 
from insects or disease. 


To be sure you are planting at the 


rate you want, you need to have 
confidence that your planter is op- 
erating at the correct rale. You 
can make most of the common re- 
pairs at home. Shawl says, but it 
is a good idea to let your dealer 
check the valve operation 
and 


make sure the runners are in 
good condition. 


If you drill your com, you won't 


need to have your planted checked 
so carefully. But for high-class 
cross-checking, the valves must 
work freely and together, the fork 
must be tight on the tnp shaft and 
have the right spread and the 
frame must not be" sprung. Your 
dealer will tell you which plate to 
use for, the planting rate you want. 
Tractor Drawbar 
Is Place to 
Hitch Implements 


URBANA—Always hitch trailing 


implements to the drawbar to pre- 
vent your tractor from 
tipping 


backward. 


The farmer who ignores this ad- 


vice may not get a chance to cor- 
rect his error, says Wendell Bow- 
ers, University of Illinois farm ma- 
chinery specialist. When a tractor 
tips backward, it often crushes the 
driver or pins him down. Spilled 
fuel catching on fire is an addi- 
tional clanger. 


Modern tractors are designed so 


they'll stall or lose traction bef6re 
thcy.'ll tip backward if implements 
are hitched to the drawbar. Bow- 
ers says. But hitching to the axle, 
around the power lift or to any 
point above the drawbar destroys 
this safety feature. 


Often, improperly hitched ma- 


chinery won't cause the tractor to 
tip backwards until you get into 
tough pulling or head uphill. When 
a tractor tips, things happen so 
quickly you seldom have a chance 
to reach the clutch.

In recognition of the value of 


county fairs to apiculture in Illi- 
nois, the state legislature ban pro- 
vided for certain types of support, 
financial and otherwise. 


By following the procedure out- 


lined by law. the officers of county 
fair associations may secure 
money from Die state agricultural 
premium fund. To Ret money from 
this fund, the officers must notify 
the'state department of agriculture 
before April 1 of their intention to 
hold a fair, giving facts about or- 
ganization, officers, dates of exhi- 
bition, location and premium lists. 
If the fair qualifies, an amount of 
money, as limited and determined 
by law. may be disbursed to them, 
but only after the officers have 
cccjif^H ««••> that amount of cash 
premiums paid Is correct, that no 
unlawful gambling devices were 
allowed on or immediately adja- 
cent to the grounds, and that no 
alcoholic liquor other than beer 
was permitted to be sold. This 
certification must be made on or 
before Oct. 15. Upon proper re- 
quest a county fair may also re- 
ceive up to $2.000 for one-half the 
amount spent annually on rehabil- 
itation of its grounds.

participate 
in

agricultural 


premium fund upon request and 
upon submission of necessary facts 
by the county farm adviser or the 
state supervisor of agricultural 
education, respectively. 


Another state law provides that 


counties may appropriate up to 
$300 for an cductaional exhibit at 
the county fair, and up to $500 for 
poultry exhibits. Also upon petition 
of 100 voters the question of levy- 
ing a tax of .05 per cent of assess- 
ed valuation for fair purposes may 
be submitted to the voters of the 
county.

Highlights of the Dixon 


Educators inventory 


Editor's Note: Became much of ihp heightened ptihllr lntarr*t 


In ttw» Science Research Associates survey of the Dlxon school sys- 
tem, the Eventaf Telegraph In publishing the following full account 
of th« "hlrhlfchto" released for publication on Feb. 10, 1954. This 
account wan written by Science Research Associate* and Is consid- 
erably more In detail'than'the story carried by The Evening Tele- 
graph in February. 


How the Survey Was Conducted 


On Jan. 15, 1954, all certificated and non-certificated 


personnel of ,the public schools of Dixon, 111., were given the 
opportunity to express their candid views of what they 
thought about education in Dixon. Certificated personnel 
were polled by means of the SRA Educators Opinion Inven- 
tory, an educational survey instrument designed and publish- 
ed by Science Research Associates. Through the use of this 
survey, the important aspects of the work environment of 
the educators in Dixon were investigated. 


One hundred 
and twenty-seven 


statements were presented to the 
112 certificated members of the 
system participating in the survey. 
Each statement represented a dif- 
ferent aspect of school policy or 
working conditions. Educators were 
asked to indicate their agreement 
or disagreement with each of the 
127 statements in turn. Their re- 
plies have been tabulated and ana- 
lyzed to present all relevant find- 
ings. 


In addition to responding to pre- 


pared statements, each person was 
asked to write in comments on any 
factor connected with the schools 
which he felt deserved special at- 
tention. These comments have also 
been tabulated and major findings 
have been summarized. In brief, 
members of the system were given 
the chance to indicate those things 
which provide them -with profes- 
sional satisfaction, and to express 
their views on ways to increase the 
effectiveness of the Dixon educa- 
tional program. 


Outstanding Strengths of Dlxon 
The whole idea of the survey was 


accepted enthusiastically by a ma- 
jority of those who participated in 
it. Eighty-two per cent of all Dixon 
educators felt that the survey was 
a good way to }et the administra- 
tion and the community know what 
they thought about their schools. 
Seventy-nine per cent thought that 
real progress might be made from 
sensible use 'of the survey results. 
This general conclusion is also 
supported by the obvious care with 
which the majority filled out their 
survey forms, and by the number 
of, write-in comments made about 
educational topics on which opin- 
ions were asked. This degree of ac- 
ceptance of the survey is In itself 
an index of high morale, since it 
implies confidence in the sdminis- 
tration's purposes in conducting a 
survey.' 


Another area of uniformly favor- 


able reaction among Dixon person- 
nel is the genuine appreciation of 
the rewards of a teaching career in 
the Dixon school system. Eighty- 
three per cent of the stuff said that 
they were entirely satisfied with 
their choice of professional careers. 
Ninety-two per cent said that their 
work was really worth while. Indi- 
cating a firm belief In the value of 
public education and in the con- 
tribution the teachers are making 
in their present cspacitles. In fact, 
two out of every three of the staff 
nald they would re-enter the teach- 
ing profession if they were to start 
their careers over again. 


Personal freedom and good com- 


munity relationships represent a 
third consistently favorable area. 
Ninety-two per cent of the educa- 
tors said -that there are not too 
many restrictions on their personal 
activities. Over 7 out of 10 indicated 
that community citizens sre gen- 
erally interested in the schools and 
are glad to help out in the school 
program. 


On the basis of such opinions as 


these, one teacher took the time to 
describe 'her feelings about her 
present job: 


"In general this is a very plea- 


sant place to teach. The admi- 
nistration and Immediate super- 
iors permit you, for the most 
part, to be on your own and teach 
as you choose." 


Another teacher added: 


"I'm sure that I am fortunate 


to hold the position I hsve and to 
work for such fair-minded super- 
iors." 


A third teacher remarked: 


"Compared 
to many school 


systems. Dlxon rates high. The 
.administration Is trying to work 
for a good school nyMem. The 
teachers are better than average 
in qualifications and handling stu- 
dents. 


Areas for Further Study 


The Educators Opinion Inventory 


enabled teachers to do more than 
express their job satisfaction. It 
provided a way for them to offer 
suggestions for improving the Dix- 
on school system. Low inventory 
scores indicate areas where teach- 
ers feel the educational program 
of their schools can be strengthen- 
ed. Such scores are expressive of 
professional c o n v i c t i o n s 
that 


schools can be made even better 
than they are now. Pin-pointing 
these potentials for future progress 
Is equally as important as identify- 
ing the areas of solid 
morale 


strength. 


From experience with industrial 


organizations, as well as school 
systems, it has been found that 
employes are concerned with job 
performance and are usually criti- 
cal of conditions that they think 
restrict their effectiveness. It is 
evident in these days of teacher 
shortage and Increasing 
enroll- 


ment, 
that 
teaching 
personnel 


share with administration an eag- 
erness to keep teaching standards 
high and to provide increasingly 
better facilities for the wide range 
of students with wfcm 0*7 


On the basis of examination of 


the data gathered from the survey, 
there appear to be two areas in 
which Dixon educators feel some 
concern. First is the area of pro- 
visions for pupil individual differ- 
ences. Dixon teachers reflect the 
desire of professional educators 
throughout the country to provide 
continually improving services and 
facilities to meet the needs of 
every child, regardless of his in- 
nate endowment or emotional prob- 
lems. The strength of this desire iH 
shown ,by the fact that only 1 per 
cent of the system staff consider 
available teacher time for remedi- 
al work to be sufficient. Only 6 per 
cent feel that available pupil coun- 
seling facilities are adequate. On 
the other hand, 75 per cent of the 
staff consider themselves well ac- 
quainted with available pupil coun- 
seling services, indicating that the 
educators have been kept ade- 
quately informed. 
" The second area suggesting the 
desirability of further study is that 
of pay. When asked if they thought 
methods of salary handling and 
methods for determining salary in- 
creases were 
satisfactory, 
less 


than 50 per cent of the educators 
in Dixon agreed. Only 24 per cent 
agreed that compensation policies 
for extra-curricular activities are 
adequate. Nevertheless, almost six 
out of every 10 membeis of the 
system expressed confidence that 
the administration handles salary 
matters in an objective manner. 
Interesting Differences rln Group* 


Within the Dixon school system, 


personnel were classified for sepa- 
rate analyses according to the 
school building in which they work, 
resulting in four groups of grade 
school personnel and one of high 
school personnel. Variations among 
these groups are relatively slight 
and all fall into the "high" or 
"average" range of morale com- 
pared with other public school per- 
sonnel surveyed throughout the 
country. Nevertheless, one fact Is 
apparent. The morale of teachers 
in the elementary buildings is sig- 
nificantly higher than tlw morale 
of teachers Jn the high school. This 
is a condition found in most of the 
other systems surveyed: Elemen- 
tary teachers appear generally to 
hAve higher morale 
than high 


school teachers. This trend is clear- 
ly born out in Dixon. " 


In addition to classification by 


school building, the responses of 
men teachers were analyzed sepa- 
rately to compare their attitudes 
with those of women teachers. Al- 
so, teachers who are at the top of 
the pay scale for their present posi- 
tions were isolated for analysis in 
order to compare Jheir responses) 
with those personnel not at the top 
of the pay scale. Final classifica- 
tion was made on the basis of 
length of service in the system. In 
comparing these groups, It appears 
that women are more enthusiastic 
toward 
their 
employment than 


men. This is at least partially ac- 
counted for by the fact that women 
are more approving of- their salary 
arrangements than men. 


Teachers receiving m ax I in u m 


salaries, for teir present positions 
are significantly more approving 
ot the technical skills of their im- 
mediate superior than are teach- 
ers who are not at the top of the 
pay scale. However, they are no 
more favorable toward matters of 
pay than other teachers, and are 
Jess approving in the area of work 
demands. 
Regarding 
length of 


service, the over-all morale of 
teachers in their first or second 
year in tDi.\on is not significantly 
different' from the morale level of 
older teachers. Newer teachers are 
significantly better satisfied with 
their work demands than personnel 
with three or more years' service, 
and also score higher in the area 
of pay. As would be expected, how- 
ever, they fall somewhat below 
older personnel in their rating of 
benefits such as retirement and 
sick leave plans. 


Non-Certificated Staff Opinion* 
As a part of the over-all survey 


program earned out in the Dixon 
public schools, non-certificated 
members on the school staff were 
also included in the opinion survey. 
The survey instrument used for 
the non>certificated personnel is 
called the SRA employe inventory. 
It has been widely used in industry 
and over 250.000 employes have 
been tested with its use by Science 
Research Associates. Non-certifi- 
cated personnel were considered 
as a single group for purposes of 
analysis. The total number of per- 
sons is 16. Survey results should 
be Interpreted cautiously since both 
maintenance and secretarial work- 
ers were included in the group. 
Study will be required by members 
of the system to determine which 
o£ these employes have had the 
greater influence in scoring the 
above-average and below-average 
areas of job environment.

cated personnel In Dixon is S3. 
This is in the "average" range 
when compared to the morale of 
persons in similar p o s i t i o n s 
throughout the country. Highest 
category scores are given in the 
areas of working conditions, friend- 
liness and cooperation of fellow 
employes and effectiveness,of ad- 
ministration. Lower scores are 
found in areas of work demands, 
confidence in administration, ade- 
quacy of commu Moation, and op- 
portunity for growth and advance- 
ment. It Is apparent that non-cer- 
tificated personnel are generally 
satisfied with their work and give 
the same degree of approval to 
their jobs as is found among the 
teaching members of the Dixon 
system. 


Summary 


These arc the broad findings of 


the Educators Opinion Inventory. 
These results deserve special study 
by the Dixon administration and 
will be most meaningful when com- 
bined with on-the-spot knowledge. 
The following summary is provided 
to serve as « preliminary guide. 


1. Professional 
satisfaction is 


very high on the part of all teach- 
ers with regard both to the pro- 
fession of education and to the 
particular appointments which sre 
held by the staff at the present 
time. 


2. Personal freedom and good 


community relations are genuinely 
appreciated by members of the 
Dixon public schools. Compared 
with other schools throughout the 
country, community support and 
participation in the school program 
appears to be unusually high. 


3. Dixon educators generally feel 


that provisions for pupil individual 
differences constitute an area call- 
ing for attention. Low satisfaction 
in this area *is characteristic of 
most professional educators sur- 
veyed to date: Problems of coun- 
seling and remedial work present a 
basic professional challenge. 


4. Pay constitutes an area war- 


ranting further study. Although 
most teachers credit school 
offi- 


cials with administering the salary 
schedule objectively, methods of 
salary handling and methods of 
determining .'Increases are thought 
to be In need of improvemen. 
Compensation, policies for extra- 
curricular actix'ltifs might well be 
included in consideration of this

will get a crack at them in due course. 


It is common practice to subject litigants to 


prolonged harassment Intended to compel them to 
settle claims by payment of money, at a sacrifice 
of their just rights. This abuse is not only permit- 
ted but encouiaged by most of the Eastern bench, 
and lawyers In other parts of the country are 
amazed when they are told that, literally, anything 
under the sun may be brought into such examinations, to the extent 
of thousands of pages. 


Fraudulent documents may be introduced apparently without risk 


of punishment. And the best answer that a lawyer can give a client 
who tries to understand why some shyster may make insinuating in- 
quiries about his wife's private thought is that it is useless to com- 
plain to the court. The judge will just older the witness to go back 
and answer, anyway, with a possibility that, at some future time, an 
objection will be sustained. However, that does not mean that it will 
be expunged. 
The actual script of the questions and the answers 


will remain In existence. 


Whittaker Chambers wrote that 


It was the treatment suffered by 
his wife in a libel suit brought by 
Alger Hiss that finally prompted 
him to shoot the works and send 
Hiss to prison. 
He tells of It in 


his book, "Witness." 
That libel 


suit seems to have been a bluff by 
Hiss, however sincere his lawyers 
may have been. It never went to 
trial, became, meanwhile, the Is- 
sues were tried in the criminal 
case and were proven with impli- 
cations of treason. 


Esther 
Chambers 
had 
been 


called as a witness in a typical 
pre-trial examination in private 
Jaw offices In Baltimore. Cham- 
bers said the Hiss lawyers 
"had 


given her a bad time." 


"No doubt," he wrote, "pre-trial 


examinations must often be rough. 
But there is little doubt, either, 
that that one went beyond any 
routine roughness? 
For there Is 


no doubt that the Hiss lawyers 
recognized 
instantly that Esther 


Chambers was a most dangerous 
witness to them not only because 


of her memory for concrete de 
tail was vivid but because her sin- 
cerity is transparent and infectu 
ous. Therefore, the Hiss lawyers 
had harried her to tears. 
The 


tone of their treatment of her is 
fixed, I think, in the one question 
. . . that has stayed In my mind. 
My wife had testified that when 
we were living on St. Paul St., 
after my break with Communism, 
we had owned only a few plates 
that we had bought at a dime 
store. 


" 'Well, you didn't eat off the 


floor, did you, Mrs. Chambers?' 
asked William Marbury. 


"There is a natural gentleness 


that even the basest men accord a 
woman, not by reason of courtesy 
alone, but by an instinct rooted in 
all that makes them men." 


Chambers related 
that Tom 


Murphy, the U. S. attorney In the 
Hiss prosecution, railed Marbury 
a foul name in discussing the in- 
cident with him. later. 


"Let that epithet stand to Mur- 


phy's honor as long as memories 
last," Chambers said. 


It will be seen that the abuse is 


practiced 
not only in the New 


York federal courts but in other 
districts as well. 
However, 'it is 


a localized evil and it is the fault 
of the judges who sit aloof, remote 
and contemptuous of the rights 
and comfort of persecuted citizens. 
On the other hand. Judge Claude 
C. McCulloch, of Oregon, has writ- 
ten that he would not permit any 
lawyer so to harass a litigant. 


Any lawyer who could not com- 


plete 
his 
pre-trial 
examination 


within two court days would be 
called before the bench and made 
to wind it up under the judge's 
eyes. This is the practice in the 
Western courts. The only explan 
ation offered 6y Eastern judges 
for their complicity in such de- 
gradation of the courts which they 
are supposed to adorn is that 
they 
are too busy. 
That, how- 


ever is not excuse for their guilty 
refusal to step in to rebuke shyS' 
ters who are notorious in the cor 
ridors and chambers of the courts 
where they sit. 


Thousands upon thousands of 


pages of transcript are run up at 
a tremendous financial burden to 
the victim, to say nothing of the 
great loss of time and the per- 
sonal ordeal, all before the case 
ever gets to court. Supercilious, 
negligent judges issue subpoenas 
forcing busy citizens to abandon 
their regular occupations and de- 
vote themselves for months at a 
time to a search for documents 
which may not exist at all and 
would have absolutely nothing to 
do with the case if they could be 
found. 
This amounts to servitude 


outside jail by a sentence of fed 
'eral judges who refuse to show the 
slightest 
interest 
in 
the 
facts. 


Often they refuse even to listen to 
arguments and more often when 
they have listened they utter in 
suiting and degrading sneers at 
lawyers seeking relief from their 
persecutions. 


There seems to be absolutely no 


superior authority which can dis 
clpline these judges.

Constant War Is Waged

Among the great unsolved prob- 


lems of medicine is the cause of 
the disease generally known as 
rheumatoid, arthritis. This is often 
a truly tragic condition which often 
attacks several of the points simul- 
taneously, or one after the other.

tims of rheumatoid arthritis are 
likely to become depressed and 
eventaully more-or-less crippled.

Frequent- 
ly those with rheumatoid arthritis 
become thin and emaciated. The 
muscles become weaker and ane- 
mia and low fever are common.

> The outlook is not always dim, 
however. Many patients who devel- 
op rheumatoid arthritis do not be- 
come severly crippled. The condi- 
tion may stop after only one or two 
joints have been affected. 


Why the disease should halt in 


some and not in others however is 
also not clear. 


The treatments for iheumatoid 


arthritis are many and some of 
them are extremely helpful. Ap- 
parently gold salts when given un- 
der the most careful supervision 
have been helpful to a great many. 


This form of treatment, however, 


cannot be entered on lightly be- 
cause the gold salts too frequently 
produce toxic effects.

the use, during the past few years, 
of cortisone or ACTH in the treat- 
ment of some forms of arthritis. 
These glandular substances usually 
exert a quick and dramatic effect 
on the symptoms of even a severe 
case of rheumatoid arthritis.

However, this favorable effect ll 


often, or indeed usually, not a last- 
ing one and it still cannot be said 
that a sure cure is available. 


Recently a combination of hor- 


mone treatment and rehabilitation 
techniques has received favorable 
comment. 


In addition to care aimed directly 


at the disease there are many 
methods used which often bring a 
considerable amount of relief from 
the pain, soreness, and stiffness. 
Among these" measures are those 
which go under the name of "phy- 
siotheiapy," which includes heat 
in various forms, various types of 
exercise, massage and the appli- 
cation of liniments. 


Recently, reports from Boston 


and Cambridge. Mass., physicians 
have again emphasized the value 
of these methods in the relief of 
symptoms and the improvement of 
function in many victims of arthri- 
tis. 


Although the complete Aire of 


arthritis by medical means is not 
yet here, the search for better 
methods goes on constantly and no 
victim of the disease should take 
too pessimistic a view of the pros- 
pects.

Mrs. Dunakin's legal knowledge on 
these matters was ptesented in a 
very practical manner. She re- 
ferred to the fact that the domain 
of a woman used to be children, 
church and kitchen, but has broad- 
ened in this age to include all 
phases of modem life, so that now 
women are expected to take re- 
sponsibility in business transac- 
tions and "legislation. Women now 
have rrtany more rights, but with 
them go many more responsible 
ties.

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signation as Principal, but did not 
ask him to leave our school system. 
This request that he resign as 
Principal was a courtesy which we 
thought appropriate, because of his 
long service with us. He had the 
opportunity to remain here as a 
teacher at a salary of $5100 per 
year. His decision to reject this 
offer was his own. 
, . 


It may interest you to know that, 


in contrast to the public furor over 
this affair, our conversations with 
Mr. Frazer have been conducted in 
a cordial and.gentlemanly fashion. 
We appreciate the fine attitude Mr. 
Frazer has had in these conversa- 
tions. We also appreciate his agree- 
ment to assist a new principal in 
this period of transition, and to 
work for the District in the always 
difficult task of planning the sched- 
ule of classes and courses for the 
next school year. He will be paid 
$3000 for this extra service as a 
consultant. 


Having decided to leave this par- 


ticular school system. Mr. Frazer 
can accept employment with an- 
other school if he desires and, if 
he is employed 
in an Illinois 


school, his prospective pension ben- 
efits will continue. 


* 
It is true that our determination 


that Mr. Frazer should not continue 
as Principal of the High School 
was reached in a series of conver- 
sations to which the public was not 
invited. Call them "secret meet- 
ings" if you like, but the Innuendo 
Is wrong. Occasionally matters do 
arise which, in fairness to the per- 
sons involved, are discussed infor- 
mally by the members of this 
Board. We believe that It 'would 
have been extemely discourteous to 
call Mr. Frazer to an official Board 
meeting, and publicly 
discharge 


him from his position without talk- 
Ing the matter over "with him In 
advance. He apparently 
agreed 


, 
with our procedure and he request- 
ed us to make no announcement of 
his resignation, but to permit him 
to do so at whatever time he might 
select. If he had not announced 
that we requested him to resign, we 
never would have said anything 
about the request. 


It had been suggested that we 


make public our reasons for re- 
questing Uils resignation. We have 
considered this suggestion and.con- 
cluded that our schools will not be 
benefited, nor will Mr. Frazer, by 
a detailed report of all of the 
events, some minor and some ma-_ 
jor, which cumulated to persuade 
us that this action was for the best 
interest of'our school, system. A 
brief summary may be in order, 
however. 


For the past few years, there has 


been an increasing lack .of har- 
mony between Mr. Frazer and the 
Board of Education, the Superin- 
tendent, and many of the teachers 
and parents. 


One of the duties of a principal 


Is to assist in carrying out the 
policies that are determined by tho 
Board of Education. In a number 
of instances he has failed to carry 
out these policies which were con- 
veyed to him through the Superin- 
tendent. Here are a few examples: 


1. He failed to actively support 


the established policy of this Board 
which requires all of the teachers 
to attend summer school periodical- 
ly. 


2. He failed to encourage, until 


this year, the debate program re- 
quested several years ago by the 
Board. 


3. He has failed to support the 


salary schedules set by the Board 
of Education. We believe this was 
his duty whether he was personally 
satisfied or not. 


4. The Principal should be a good 


administrator, 
able to delegate 


authority. This has not been done, 
resulting in inefficient operation, 
particularly in the Athletic De- 
partment, where the Athletic Dir- 
ector is given an additional amount 
of pay for his extra duties, but is 
not given full control of the depart- 
ment. 


5. In general, Mr. Frazcr has de- 


cided for himself whether or not to 
carry out the policies determined 
by the Board of Education, capably 
effecting those he has approved, 
but doing nothing about those he 
did not favor. 


These are only exammples — not 


the whole story. We also have had 
complaints from a large percentage 
of the High School teachers which 
were indicative of an unusual lack 
of harmony. As a consequence of 
these things the Board lost confi- 
dence in Mr. Frazer's administra- 
tive abilities and, after long and 
conscientious 
study, 
determined 


that he should no longer be Prin- 
cipal but that we would be glad to 
have him remain as a teacher. 


It happened that the time of this 


determination coincided with our 
plan to have a survey of our entire 
school system conducted by Science 
Research Associates. Inc., a firm 
of unquestioned repute and exper- 
ience, which has done similar work 
for hundreds of industries 
and 


schools throughout the country. We 
decided to delay effecting our de- 
termination pending the report of 
the survey on the chance that it 
might indicate that we were wrong. 
It did not. It confirmed everything 
we already had concluded. 


This survey was conducted by 


experts and the responses given to 
it were anonymous. The questions 
and procedure were carefully ex- 
plained to our teachers and other 
employees, all of whom are intelli- 
gent people, and there was no mis- 
take or misunderstanding. Lest 
there be any misconception, let me 
emphasize that the report of the 
result of the survey did not dict»U

though in filling1 out survey ques- 
tionnaires they may have made 
unfavorable comment on items 
which would ordinarily be the re- 
sponsibility 
of their 
immediate 


superior. 


He'd fi ratified 


I am gratified, however, to learn 


that I am held in such high regard 
by the teachers. Their attitude, 
and that of to many people in the 
community who have communi- 
cated with me, satisfies me that, 
among many whose 
esteem I 


value, my long career in the Dixon 
schools has not been a complete 
failure. 


The five criticisms of my work 


and administrative conduct were 
made known to me for the first 
time when I read the board's un- 
signed statement. It is unfortunate 
that they were not communicated 
to me earlier—or that we had no 
opportunity to discuss these com- 
plaints, or any others the board 
may have had. I feel that a frank 
discussion might have clarified the 
issues and removed causes for. 
complaint. (For example, 
the 


amount of detailed administrative 
work assigned to me is probably 
greater than has been realized.) 


K«ad Law 


When informed of the intentions 


of the board (to request my resig- 
nation), I read with some care the 
applicable paragraphs of the Illi- 
nois school law. 


They provide that a principal 


may be removed only for cause, 
by majority vote of the board, up- 
on written charges presented by 
the superintendent, a copy of which 
must be given to the principal. 1 
never received anything of the 
sort until utter my reNlgiitiilon had 
been accepted. The teacher tenure 
law plainly applies to my case, 
since I am a certified employe. It 
forbids my removal without a 
written notice and a hearing on 
the charges. More than that, it re- 
quires that, before I am served 
with charges, I shall be given 
reasonable warning, In writing, 
stating 
specifically 
the 
causes 


which, If not removed, may result 
in charges. I have' nevej received 
the written warning and did not 
receive the charges until after the 
board had announced acceptance 
of my requested resignation. 


In the teacher tenure law, the 


grounds for dismissal are limited 
and are plainly stated. They are: 
Incompetence, cruelty, negligence, 
immorality, or other 
sufficient 


cause. 


Aware of KlghtH 


I was fully aware of my rights 


under the law and felt confident of 
the outcome of any legal proceed- 
ings. However, in weighing tho 
question in my mind I was bound 
to consider that if I stood on my 
rights, my future in the Dixon 
schools might not be an altogether 
happy one. Moreover, 1 have been 
a part of the Dixon school system 
nearly all of my adult life. I have 
always tried to conduct my.self 
quietly lind with dignity. Although 
I would not have been responsible 
for any unpleasantness or unwel- 
come publicity growing out of a 
hearing, still 1 did not want to be 
a party to any proceedings that 
might bring discredit upon a school 
system to which I have devoted my 
best efforts for 30 years. 


I make this statement only be- 


cause it seems necessary and be- 
cause it Is my firm purpose to 
avoid acrimonious public discus- 
sion. I sincerely hope to terminate 
my services here with the same 
spirit and dignity which I have al- 
ways tried to observe in conduct- 
ing them. . 


Aimwors Charge* 


Now, as the public has demand- 


ed publication of the board's spe- 
cific charges against 
me, they 


may be expected to demand my 
answers to those charges. Follow- 


our action in regard to Mr. Fraz- 
er's position, but simply confirmed 
conclusions already reached. Had 
the report been different, we would 
have made a further study. 


Here arc excerpts from that re- 


port. "High School teachers con- 
stitute the lowest morale group in 
the Dixon school system.'1 39CJ> of 
the High School teachers said that 
Mr. Frazer was too concerned with 
his own career. 42rr said that he 
was not fair in extra-curricular as- 
signments. •JS'x said he does an in- 
adequate job of community rela- 
tions. 52% said he generally does 
not keep his promises. K% did 
not have a favorable opinion of his 
technical skills. 70CJ- said he seldom 
gives them credit. 76% said he 
keeps putting things off. 79% said 
he does not try to get their ideas. 
88% said their complaints were 
poorly handled. 9-J% said they were 
not kept informed about plans. 
These 
statements were 
clearly 


worded and plainly referred to 
items which were the responsibility 
of the teachers' immediate supe- 
rior, who was Mr. Frazer. 91% of 
the High School teachers said they 
thought the survey was a good way 
to let the administration know what 
teachers think. 


Those are some of the things we 


learned about the school of which 
Mr. Frazer is Principal, from the 
teachers of that school. To say the 
least, we are surprised to receive 
a petition from them suggesting 
that he should be retained as Prin- 
cipal. 


I could go on with more details 


but no good purpose would be 
served. Our decision has been made 
after long and careful study. We 
believe this is for the best interest 
of the school system, and that Is 
the only Interest we serve as mem- 
ben of this Board or Education, 


ing. then,-are my comments on the 
"bill of particular*" about which 
the board's statement is construct- 
ed. (The board's statements are 
set in quotations.) 


"Mr. Frazer wa» not dlftchurged 


if 
' 
• • • 


Technically true! However, in 


my limited understanding of Eng- 
lish, the intent of a request to re- 
sign is equivalent to a "discharge." 


Mr. Frazer had the opportunity 


to remain ait a teacher at a nalary 
ol J3.100 per ypiir." 


Again, .technically true! How- 


ever, consider these facts: 


1. Had I accepted such a con- 


tract, the board of education would 
have escaped the problem of dis- 
charging me. The only recourse 
then left to me would have been a 
court hearing limited to deciding 
the board's legal right to reduce 
only one teacher's salary ... (a 
limitation much to be desired by 
the board.) 


2. The board's offer was rejected 


by me for three' reasons: (a) An 
unnecessary job, costing the tax- 
payers $5,100 per year, would have 
had to be created, (b) Regardless 
of how correctly I might have con- 
ducted myself, my presence on the 
faculty would have been a serious 
embarrassment to the new princi- 
pal—a situation which I could not, 
in the interest of the student body 
and the faculty, be guilty of creat- 
ing—even for the security of a job. 
(c) The board 
members 
were 


unanimous in agreeing that the 
facts as stated above were true 
and freely 
admitted that 
they 


hoped I would not accept a teach- 
ing position on Die faculty. 


"It would Imvi; ln-eii extremely 


(llHcourU:oiiN to rail .Mr. Frn/er to 
an official (public) hoard meeting 
anil discharge him from his posi- 
tion UN principal without talking 
the matter over with him In ad- 
vance." 


I appreciated this consideration 


very much: but I am puzzled, in 
view of that .statement, by the fol- 
lowing-facts: 


At no time was I called to meet 


with the board or any member of 
the board to discuss the problems 
listed in the charges. The only such 
meeting came AFTER the notifi- 
cation and request for my resigna- 
tion, and that meeting was culled 
at MY request. At this uneasy 
meeting, it was made very plain to 
me that the board's decision had 
already been made and that It was 
irrevocable. The only explanations 
for the board's action which I was 
able to get from the members pres- 
ent consisted of such general com- 
ments as "For the' good of the 
system." 


My first notice was an oral one 


conveyed through Mr. Lancaster 
AFTER the board had taken action 
to declare the prlncipalship vacant 
as of June fl, 1954. The one and 
only WRITTEN notice ever re- 
ceived by me was delivered AFT- 
ER the public meeting announcing 
acceptance of my resignation—and 
this was a list of the charges ap- 
pearing in print today—and it was 
delivered, unsigned and sealed, 
by Dr. Hinkle and Mr. Hubbcll. 


"Ho. failed lo actively support 


the established policy of the. txmnl. 
which requires all teachers to at- 
tend summer nchool periodically." 


1. All high school teachers will 


have met this requirement by June, 
1D.VI. 


2. Until this year, it has been 


Impossible to secure a clear-cut 
"yes" or "no" from the board 
through 
Mr. 
Lancaster 
as 
to 


whether or not teachers could 
comply with this requirement by 
doing university extension work 
and correspondence work during 
the school year. This answer was 
vital, since men teachers with fam- 
ilies have found it necessary to 
seek summer employment to sup- 
port their .standard of living. To 
attend summer school meant fore- 
going their summer income, while 
adding much to their cost of living 
well out of proportion to the small 
allowance by the board for sum- 
mer school attendance. 


It Is true that I have been in 


favor of a more satisfactory ar- 
rangement for meeting this ad- 
vanced study requirement for the 
teachers, and 1 have repeatedly 
suggested the advisability of a 'se- 
rious 
discussion 
of 
reasonable 


modifications of this requirement. 
No member of the board has ever 
discussed this problem with me! 


"He IMS failed to support the 


salary schedule." 


For the sake of faculty security 


and the offering which good teach- 
ers make to your children. I have 
always wanted better salaries for 
your teachers. I have deplored the 
all-too-frcqucnt loss of able teach- 
ers who found the maximum salary 
attainable very unattractive as a 
lifetime income on which to raise 
and educate a family. If to wish 
for and urge adoption of n salary 
schedule which would encourage 
able teachers to seek positions in 
the Dixon schools—and encourage 
those already here to stay in Dixon 
—is failure to support the salary 
schedule: To this charge I plead 
guilty! 


"He failed to delegate authority, 


particularly in the athletic depart- 
ment." 


Here, there is more than meets 


the eye! 


Becavise our faculty is small in 


relation to our student body, Mr. 
Bowers, our athletic director, must 
handle a full teaching schedule. 
The only time He has to devote to 
the hundreds of 
1 details involved in 


an athletic directorship is after- 
school time. Even this time is"not 
available from March until the end 
of the school- year, as Mr. Bowers 
coaches track. 


It has been absolutely necessary 


that much of .the correspondence, 
checking of eligibility, securing of- 
ficials, keeping- records, issuing 
contracts and-finances had to be 
handled through the 
principal's 


office. Had out requests for addi- 
tional faculty members been honor- 
ed, thereby freeing Mr. Bowers' 
time for his duties as athletic di- 


rector, we would have been more 
than delighted to place the entire 
load on hl« shoulders. 


"Mr. Fraier ha* decided for 


hliiiM-lf which pollde* of the board 
to follow and' which to reject." ' 


Since I contact the board of edu- 


cation only when summoned {sel- 
dom over once per year), the only 
knowledge of the board's attitudes 
or policies must come to me 
through the superintendent. At no 
time when the superintendent has 
stated definitely that the board has 
officially adopted a particular poli- 
cy, have I failed to attempt sin- 
cerely to see that policy imple- 
mented. I feel that mere passing 
along of comments of individual 
members of the board does NOT 
constitute official board action. 


Some light may be shed upon 


the problem of available time to 
correct conditions implied in some 
of these charges if we refer to our 
friendly rival, Sterling Township 
high school: 


While Sterling and Dixon high 


schools have the same student en- 
rollment, Sterling has a faculty of 
46. while Dixon has but 35. This 
'means that there is limited faculty 
time available ip Dixon high for 
anything other than the academic 
or study program and the standard 
extra-curricular activities. 


Regarding 
administration: In 


Stealing 
h i g h , 
two 
men—Mr. 


Eades and 
Mr. 
DeVoe—devote 


their entire time to high school or- 
ganization a n d 
administration. 


Sterling employs a FULL-TIME 
director of athletics. Sterling's fac- 
ulty includes a counselor for girls 
and a counselor for boys, each 
spending over one-half of his or 
her time handling student adjust- 
ment and other student problems. 
In other w'ords. the time of four 
and one-half individuals in Sterling 
high school is devoted to the gen- 
eral administrative duties. In Dix- 
on high school, however—with the 
exception of the work which Mr. 
Bowers can do after school as di- 
rector of athletics—all this work 
is the sole responsibility of one in- 
dividual—your principal. 


(As a sidelight at this point, it 


might be interesting for the public 
to inquire why for 15 years Dixon 
high lost one capable band in- 
structor after another, and why we 
had difficulty keeping able vocal 
music instructors, and why our 
music was not only inadequate but 
at times very discouraging when 
compared 
with 
that 
of 
other 


schools. Then Inquire what happen- 
ed when the principal was called 
to one of his rare meetings with 
the board and was asked for sug- 
gestions to improve the above situ- 
ation. ) 


As (o the results of the, faculty 


survey earlier this year: As re- 
ported, the results were very un- 
favorable to me. Yet, if that re- 
port was .sound and clear in its 
presentation, and if there were no 
confusion as to identity, why did 
100 per cent of the faculty, without 
suggestion from the principal, sign 
a petition asking the board to re- 
ject the principal's resignation? 


As to faculty morale: The morale 


of an organization Is not deter- 
mined on paper, but In how that 
institution fulfills Its function. Can- 
not the public be the judge as to 
whether the Dixon high school has 
run smoothly? As to whether its 
students conduct themselves satis- 
factorily? As to whether its gradu- 
ates arc equipped to compete ef- 
fectively against graduates from 
other schools in job-seeking and in 
college? 


1 note from the report of the last 


board meeting that the board plans 
to move the superintendent's office 
out of the high school building and 
to hire an assistant superintendent 
. . . also that they are thinking of 
employing someone as a student 
counselor. (Evidently, the basic 
cause of some of the difficulties in- 
ferred in or underlying the board's 
charges has at last been recog- 
nized.) It would also be advisable, 
if I may be permitted to suggest, 
that the board .seriously consider 
hiring an assistant principal. 


I thank you for reading this too- 


lengthy statement, and I hope sin- 
cerely that this will conclude the 
discussion in print.

timation that it had been altered. 


Schine. a wealthy New Yorker, 


is a former unpaid consultant to 
the McCarthy subcommittee who 
was drafted into the Army last 
fall. 


The McCarthy-Army dispute re- 


volves about n contention by Sec- 
retary of the Army Stevens that 
McCarthy and his aides sought by 
improper means to secure pref- 
erential treatment for Schine. 


Welch gave Jenkins what he said 


was an unaltered picture which 
showed Stevens, Schine and others, 
rather than Stevens and Schine 
alone. 


Stirs Furore 


McCarthy, examining both pic- 


tures, declared Welch had made a 
"completely false" statement. 


The incident stirred a 
furore 


with McCarthy demanding to con- 
tinue on what he called a "point 
of order." Jenkins tried lo silence 
McCarthy, saying he was making ft 
speech and • not a point of order. 
So did Chairman Mundt (R-SD). 


The row over the photograph 


launched the fourth day of the na- 
tionally-televised hearings

cus Room.

With little that was new devel-

made in the Dixon schools." That 
was the purpose of the survey, we 
were told. We were instructed not 
to spend too much time pondering 
the items which were to be check- 
ed "agree." "disagice," or "no 
opinion." Comments weie solicited 
and th^se weie to be written on 
sepal ate sheets. No one—so far as 
I know, suspected that this was a 
Gp.itapo trap to turn teachers into 
informers againgt any member of 
their professional family.
